Educational Summit 
draws big crowd

More than 100 concerned parents 
convened in the Shawsheen School 
cafeteria Tuesday night to address 
members of the school committee 
and board of selectmen as part of 
the first ever “educational summit” 
in Wilmington. 

The event was hosted by the 
Shawsheen School Parent Advisory 
and Student Advisory councils with 
an aim at unifying parents with 
elected officials in the common 
goal of improving education in the 
town. 

PAC president Bonny Smith, 
who moderated the two-hour sum- 
mit, was pleased with the turnout, 
saying she was “extremely encour- 
aged” and calling the meeting a 
good start. 

“This is the first time there's 
been this kind of a turnout with 
parents,” Smith said after the 
summit. “There is a lot of support. 
We've started a ball rolling, it’s a 
beginning.” 

The summit itself began with a 
brief statement from Smith and 
then representatives of PACs from 
the elementary and intermediate 
schools. 

Three concerns dominated those 
expressed by PAC representatives: 
school space, teacher/pupil ratios 
and technology. 
z+ While the tones of most of those 
<who spoke throughout were gentler 
than those heard as little as a year 
ago, before the Boutwell School 
was reopened, there was a sense 
‘that the summit represented a calm 
before the storm, at least as far as 
Space. Overall, parents seemed 
pleased with the current efforts of 
the town to fund the.schools but 
‘also adamant that levels be stepped 
up, with another push for a prop. 2 
1/2 override almost a certainty. 

But for the most part, the mes- 
sage from parents was a positive 
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“I think Wilmington has good 
schools,” Wildwood PAC represen- 
tative Bob Calway told the assem- 
bly. “There’s a lot that can be done 
here and I for one would like to see 
great schools in Wilmington.” 

Indeed, the very fact of the 
summit, with the large turnout, 
encouraged many involved. Still, 
Parents in attendance took the 
opportunity to work both selectmen 
and school committee members for 
continued support; in short, they 
were priming elected officials for 
help early and often when another 
override is proposed. 

Julie DePiano criticized both 
boards for failing to get behind 
1994's override early enough and 
strongly enough to make the dif- 
ference. The vote failed, 60-40 
percent. 

While selectmen only reiterated 
their support for a new override, 
without knowing exactly what it 
would be for or how much, they 
did not respond to charges from 
DePiano and other parents that 
their support last time around was 
late in coming. School committee 
members did take exception how- 
ever, and after an emotional state- 
ment by member Paul Palizzolo, 
who chaired the committee in 
1994, DePiano apologized to the 
school board for her earlier state- 
ments. 

But before that, current chair- 
man Bob Surran smacked the ball 
back in the parents’ court, blaming 
infighting spurred by parents con- 
cerns over potential redistricting if 
there had been an override for the 
failed vote. Surran suggested using 
Tuesday’s summit as a springboard 
toward working cooperatively. 

One of the more compelling 
sidebars to the summit came in 
Palizzolo’s statement, in which he 
defended the school committee's 
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work over the past three years. He 
pointed out that while there never 
seems to be a shortage of criticism 
aimed at the board, there is always 
a shortage of candidates willing to 
try to do better. 

“Are we doing such a great job?” 
I take it I am because none of you 
are running against me.” 

This is the third year in a row 
that a member is running unop- 
posed. In fact, both Bob Young 
and James Demos, who- will not 
seek reelection after 23 years on 
the board, are up for reelection. 
Only Young has declared himself a 
candidate. 

The summit closed with a state- 
ment by Allan, who in a sense 
apologized for the absence of Town 
Manager Michael Caira and Super- 
intendent of Schools Dr. Geraldine 
O'Donnell, both of whom couldn't 
attend due to prior commitments. 

Allan took things one step 
further and pledged to give both 
boards and parents an audience 
with the two chief administrators, 
as she will request a joint meeting 
for the Feb. 26 selectmen’s meet-

Selectmen 
endorse plan

Selectmen Michael McCoy and 
Diane Allan were back in Boston 
last Thursday for the continuation 
of McCoy’s appeal to the Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission of 
the board’s denial of his August 
1995 application for a liquor li- 
cense. 

This time around, McCoy's 
attorney, Daniel J. O'Connell Ill, 
called former selectman Chester 
Bruce and Selectman Robert Cain 
to testify on McCoy's behalf in 
what became a revue of Wilming- 
ton politics in a state forum. Town 
Counsel Alan Altman, arguing on 
behalf of Allan, countered with 
Selectman Dan Wandell. 

Following the nearly six hours of 
testimony and argument, the com- 
mission will now make a decision 
on half of the issue - the alleged 
bias of Allan in voting against 
McCoy’s license. If the commis- 
sion rules there was indeed bias, it 
will likely remand the issue back to 
the board of selectmen for a new 
hearing. If not, testimony will be 
heard on the second component - 
the character of the applicant. 

The board of selectmen is not 
bound to any decision the ABCC 
makes. 

O'Connell, feeling he had proved 
enough bias Jan. 31, when the 
hearing opened, began Thursday's 
hearing with a motion that the 
commission rule on the bias ques- 
tion. That motion was refused and 
O'Connell called Bruce, who serv- 
ed on the board until April of 1995 
and voted for McCoy's initial li- 
cense. application in July of 1994, 
to the stand. 

Bruce, speaking freely but hav- 
ing trouble remembering dates and 
events, stated that he felt there was 
animosity between Allan and Mc- 
Coy prior to the 1994 vote and that 
it began with the water and sewer 
investigation, in particular when 
McCoy brought Allan's husband, 
George. a former water and sewer 
commissioner, into the debate. 

“I personally feel that that was 
where the animosity originated,” 
Bruce, who chaired the board in 
1993, stated. 

When asked if Allan reacted 
against McCoy, Bruce replied reso- 
lutely, “Yes. 


“I had a divided board,” he said, 
“and I was like a referee sitting 
between two on one side, two on 
the other.” 

But Bruce’s most important testi- 
mony came when he was asked if 
he felt McCoy received a fair hear- 
ing. Calling liquor license applica- 
tions that have positive recommen- 
dations from the chief of police 
stapled to them for properties that 
meet zoning requirements - as Mc- 
Coy’s did - “open and shut” cases, 
Bruce said he felt McCoy did not 
receive a fair hearing. 

In cross-examination, Altman 
tried to demonstrate that split 
boards and personal animosities on 
the board are commonplace, but 
that business is still conducted 
without bias. Altman used Bruce's 
strained personal, but good work- 
ing relationship with Cain to help 
illustrate his point and then had 
Bruce flesh out the political animo- 
sity he perceived between Allan 
and McCoy. 

Altman would later use Cain, 
who McCoy assaulted while the two 
were on the board, in the same 
way. McCoy and Cain today are 
political allies. The crux of Alt- 
man’s argument was that if Cain 
and McCoy can work together, any 
personal differences can be put 
aside for the sake of town business. 

Under Altman’s cross-examina- 
tion, Cain said he had not origi- 
nally supported McCoy’s restau- 
rant, but that once in place, a 
liquor license would not make a 
difference. With that in mind, 
Altman called as his first witness 
Wandell, who sided with Allan as a 
newly elected member in 1995. 

In a quick examination by Allt- 
man, Wandell said he felt Allan ran 
a fair hearing and that he voted 
against the license because of “the 
concerns of the neighbors.” 

O'Connell tried to downplay 
Wandell’s reasons for voting 
against the license while Altman 
was concerned with showing that a 
member not accused of bias could 
come to the same conclusion as one 
who is. 

When Allan hit the stand for the 
second time since the hearing be- 
gan, Altman had her relate the 
homework she conducted speci 
cally to run a fair hearing. Allan 
also said that the issue of potential 


bias was never raised to her until 
after the hearing. 

Allan said nobody asked her not 
to vote before the 1995 heariug, 
but that McCoy visited her home 
prior to the 1994 hearing and asked 
her to support his license, or, if she 
could not, to abstain from voting. 
Wandell testified that McCoy visi- 
ted his home prior to the 1995 
hearing with a request for support. 
McCoy denied soliciting either 
member's support, 

O'Connell hit Allan with more 
evidence, focusing on her com- 
ments following the 1994 hearing, 
including those contained in a letter 
to the editor of the Town Crier, in 
which she said that if McCoy met 
the requirements of all town 
boards, like any other citizen, she 
would support his license. O'Con- 
nell’s point was that McCoy in 
1995 did meet those requirements, 
but Allan still voted against the 
license. 

In response, Allan said she voted 
against for three reasons: public 
input, the character of the witness 
and a perceived message from 
Annual Town.“Méeting voters 
against further development in the 
town, particularly in the Lowell 
Street area, where McCoy's restau- 
rant is situated, Allan said she was 
unaware in 1994 that such concerns 
could be taken into consideration. 

In the end, O'Connell returned to 
the issue of animosity, which Allan 
admitted was there, but which she 
maintained she put aside for the 
vote. 

“And you said you just put it 
aside and conducted the hearing by 
the numbers, is that correct?” 
O'Connell asked Allan, “That is 
correct,” she replied. 

In what could be described as a 
cute ending to two days of testi- 
mony, Altman redirected O'Con- 
nell’s questioning by asking Allan 
if she were ever mad at her hus- 
band. “Yes, many times,” she said. 
“And do you still love him?” Alt- 
man asked. “Yes, deeply.” 

O'Connell countered. 

“You've never been married to 
Mr. McCoy, have you?” 

“No.” 

The commission will make a 
ruling on the bias question within 
the next 30 days.

Tewksbury voters — the fate of the town’s new public library is in 
your hands on Saturday. Please vote. 

Polls will be open from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. on Saturday, February 17, 
with a single issue on the ballot: should a debt exemption be allowed 
to pay for $3 million in borrowing notes to fund construction of the new 
library. 

If approved by you, the voter, your property taxes will be increased 
by some $28 per year on an average home, and that amount will 
decrease over the 20-year life of the notes. 

Granted, the $28 comes on top of tax increases for a new police 
station, school roof repairs and other capital projects in town, but each 
of those tax increases were approved by you, the voter. Nobody else. 
The town can’t raise property taxes above the limits of Proposition 
Two-and-a-Half unless you agree to it. Now, you're being asked 
again. It’s your choice. 

The $3 million bond issue is one of several funding sources for the 
new library. Taken together, the $3 million to be decided Saturday will 
bring a $6.5 to $7.5 million project to town. Not a bad deal. 

But more importantly, the Saturday vote will signal how the public 
feels about the project. The entire project hinges on Saturday's 
balloting. 

If you believe Tewksbury residents should swallow their pride and 
drive to Andover for a decent public library, vote no. Tewkbury’s 
library staff is doing the best it can with an inadequate building, one 
that was too small for the town’s population on the day it opened its 
doors. The new library would address that, and provide the town with 
acutting-edge new facility to serve the needs of Tewksbury for at least 
20 years. How do you think people in Andover view their “poor 
relations” from Tewksbury who come to use their library? Do you 
think they might snicker, just a little? 

If you think the money should be spent on road repairs, forget it. Do 
you expect the town to borrow $3 million for street repairs, paid with 
higher property taxes? Besides, you can’t hook your thumbs in your 
suspenders and say, “Look at that new asphalt! Why, I’m certainly 
proud of that!” Do Andover residents take pride in their library? They 
certainly do. 

A free public library is neither a luxury nor frivolous. A library 
houses the accumulated knowledge of the human race, and a commu- 
nity should take great pride in its library. Schoolchildren are frequent 
users of the library, where they go to research their projects. 
Tewksbury’s library has a collection of Chilton auto repair manuals 
that are blackened with grease from the hands of backyard mechanics 
seeking a quick afiswer. Today’s Wall Street Journal, the history of 
Tewksbury, business addresses for job-seekers, computers the public 
can use —a library is vital to the ongoing education of people who live 
in the town. It’s a gathering place, a place for people of intellect to 
meet, and a place for quiet reflection: » »

During the shutdown, I was ashamed to say I came from the only town 


in Massachusetts to shut down its library.

Also look hard as you had 
not fulfilled what was promised in 
thespast)10-year contract! The way, 
you have planned channel group- 
ings in Wilmington. Did you sur- 
vey Wilmington users? I doubt. If 
you were there, heard the com- 
ments, you would undo, what you 
have packaged. Now it’s forced, a 
take it or leave it package of chan- 
nels as we now have. 

I have spoken to Selectmen Wan- 
dell. First we should have a basic 
package costing a minimal amount, 
your $6.91. This could bring cable 
into every home, even the poorest 
senior and even those that could 
afford more. Basic would be the 
broadcasting you don’t buy. 

This is like NBC, CBS, ABC, 
and public stations which many, 
even like myself, give money to 
support. Also include in your basic 
package, besides community tele- 
vision, C-Span. so people know 
what goes on, both in local govern- 
ment and then national govern- 
ment. 

What I want to see is good gov- 
ernment, local and national gov- 
ernment on TV first. You could 
package again this way if you cared 
to. I agree you can’t allow the 
people to pick and choose all over. 
No business could offer such a 
package. Maybe someday that will 
come. I do have a proposed chan- 


nel package that should handle what

_ Kids suffer stress, 
just as adults do 


by Karen Miethe 

Friends, boyfriends, girlfriends, 
parents, teachers ... the list of things 
that cause stress in kids’ lives goes 

and on. Sometimes adults forget 
that kids have stressful things to 
cope with in their lives, too, but 
spme students at the Wynn Middle 
School are learning how to better 
manage the stress they encounter in 
their daily lives. 

The group, called SCOPE, which 

stands for Stress Council On Pre- 
vention Education, is run by Linda 
Hare-Sullivan, registered nurse 
Jady Hopkins, and eighth grader 
@athy Snow, who serves as student 
léader. Snow submitted a proposal 
to Winchester Hospital last year to 
get funding for the program, and 
was one of the recipients of a $500 
grant. 
; Community Initiative Specialist 
Jim Ryan, of Winchester Hospital, 
went in to the Middle school Wed- 
nesday to talk to the group of 27 
students about how to effectively 
cope with stress. 

“Kids do have a lot of stress in 
their lives, and they need to know it 
is not just them but that other kids 
are going through the same things,” 
Ryan said. M 

The students ‘gathered in one of 
the classrooms to share their ideas 
on what stress is, who or what

causes stress, and how to deal with 
it. 

Said one student. “Parents, 
brothers and sisters are a big stress 
point.” 

And Ryan agreed. 

“Kids learn to cope with stress 
from watching their parents,” he 
said. 

Ryan handed out small disks that 
are used to measure stress levels by 
changing colors. 

“You've all heard of mood rings, 
well this is the same kind of thing,” 
he told the group. 

The disks change color in accor- 
dance to how much stress the wear- 
er is experiencing, with a black disk 
indicating a high level of stress. 

Ryan then introduced a Bio- 
feedback machine that two students 
volunteered to try. The hand-held 
machine was attached by wires to 
the students’ fingertips and the 
sound emitted was a signal as to 
how stressed the student was, with 
a higher pitched sound meaning a 
lot of stress. 

For the two girls who tried it, 
bringing up the subject of boys 
brought the machine to a high 
squeal. 

Ryan also recommended :breath- 
ing and relaxation as a means of 
coping with too much stress.

Overdue reminder 

One of this, or any other library's 
greatest challenges is to get library 
materials back and to get them back 
on time. That is the major reason 
for library fines. Unfortunately, 
some patrons keep items so long that 
they receive a bill for replacement 
costs. At this point panic sets in. 

The cure for this panic is simple. 
It is to return the material in as good 
condition as it was borrowed it, the 
bill is waived and the patron is liable 
only for the fine. When borrowing 
materials from other libraries, it is 
necessary to have all delinquencies 
cleared. Fines of up to $10 may be 
paid at any MVLC Library, but 
bills must be cleared at the library 
which owns the material. Each 
library sets its own policies for fines 
on the materials which it owns. A 
delinquent record in one library in 
the system, makes a patron 
delinquent in every library in the 
MVLC network. 

PC's for public use 

The library has two Apple IIGS 
computers and an IBM compatible 
PC for use by the public. Patrons 
need to be con r-literate to use 
them. The M compatible 
computer celal in the upper hall is 
an older model which was donated 
to the library and down-loading is 
problematic at best. Some patrons 
using the computer have files on the 
hard drive which has to be cleared 
up periodically because of limited 
memory capacity. Patrons 
concerned about losing their files 
should contact the library within the 
next two weeks, as it is time to

Democrats to elect delegates 


Registered Democrats in 
Wilmington will be holding a 
caucus on Saturday, March 2, 1996 
at 2 p.m. to elect delegates to the 
1996 Massachusetts Democratic 
Convention. 

Wilmington will be electing 10 
delegates and four alternates, 
equally divided between men and 
women, to send to the convention. 
The apportioned’ number of 
delegates has been allocated on the 
basis of a formula giving equal 
weight to the Democratic Party 
registration and the average vote 
for Democratic candidates in the 
last general elections for Governor 
and President for which figures 
were available at the time delegate 
tabulations were prepared. 

Patricia F. Duggan, Caucus chair, 
will call the caucus at the American 


Legion Hall, Bay Street, 
Wilmington. The caucus is open to 
all registered Democrats, persons 
ineligible to register and media 
representatives. The only persons 
eligible to participate in any portion 
of the caucus are those who are 
registered Democrats in the town as 
of February 14, 1996.

prior to Monday's meeting. 

The first proposal is for a mixed 
development in the center - one 
that would include 258 parking 
spaces and 8,000 square feet of 
retail space with all existing land, 
from Big Joe's to All Breed Pet 
Grooming taken. The second 
involves less parking - 180 spaces - 
and no new commercial space. Big 
Joe’s would be taken in its entirety 
by the state with the remaining 
existing businesses remaining. 

Only Selectman Bob Cain oppo- 
ses the project, saying that adding a 
significant number of new parking 
spaces will only exacerbate current 
traffic problems and ultimately 
worsen the center’s character, 
something the proposals are inten- 
ded to seriously upgrade. 

“I've been opposed to an 
enlargement of a public parking 
facility there, especially one of 280 
spaces,” Cain said. “If you had five

Hockey team suffers

me that they would never, ever set 


| foot on the ice of a pond. Wouldn't 


dream of such a daring act! Isn't it 


dangerous? 

‘What? Dangerous? Not really. 
There's always some level of risk 
involved, but it's not much. Thick, 
“healthy” ice is about as dangerous 
to cross as a parking lot. In fact, ice 
is probably safer than a parking lot 
because there aren't many nit-wits 
roaring by in old Pontiacs. 

Around December, the ice in this 
area may be safe, or not. I love to 
go ice fishing oyer Christmas, but 
that doesn't happen every year. 

By mid-January, however, the ice 
is normally close to a foot thick, as 
it is right now, That, my friends, is 
pretty damn safe ice. 

who is afraid to walk on 
foot-thick ice is missing a terrific 
recreational resource. You prefer 
to pay for time at an ice rink when 

“hundreds of acres of natural ice are 
begging to be used? Hello! That's 
why Canada produces so many top- 
notch hockey players -- the kids up 
there go skating on natural ice all 
winter long. 

If you see an ice fisherman in the 
middle of the lake, you can safely 
assume that he wasn't air-dropped. 
He got out there either on foot, or 
‘on asnow machine, meaning the ice 
must be at least strong enough for 
foot traffic, maybe much safer. If 
the ice can support the weight of the 
angler and all his gear, why won't it 
support your weight as well? 

According to Hoyle, clear ite that 
is 7.5 inches thick can support an 
average car. At 12 inches thick, the 
ice will safely carry a heavy truck. 
Right now, we've got from 10 to 12 
inches on the pond. You're worried 
about walking across that much ice? 
Relax. Go skating. 

Unfortunately, you can never say 
with complete certainty that the ice 
is utterly, completely and without a 
shadow of a doubt whatsoever safe. 
Sorry, I'm not dumb enough to do 
that. There may be thin spots here 
and there, usually along the shore, 
so nobody in his right mind would 
ever declare the ice as “completely” 
safe. There are too many attorneys 
looking for work out there for me 
to make a statement like that. 

But if 99.9 percent safety is good 
enough for you, the ice on the pond.

My nose runs 
constantly, because I can’t blow 
it. | don’t snore at night, I can’t

sight." When I told him that I 
didn't believe it, he replied, 


because I’m on the visitor list to 
visit a newly laryngectomized 
person in the hospital. I’m now 
getting calls from other hospi- 
tals around the Greater Boston 
area because having been in 
broadcasting, I’ve been asked 
to do speaking engagements by 
many people and I’m very 
happy to do it - because what I 
went through, I don’t want any 
of you to go through.” 

The filter tips continue .... but 
still no questions or tittering or 
squirming. 

“Ten days in the hospital and 
writing notes to your family and 
friends when they come to visit 
because you can’t speak. Scary 
as hell. You get used to it ... I 
belong to the National 
Association of Laryngectomies. 
It’s now a worldwide organiza- 
tion... You've heard all the sta- 
tistics. More people will die of 


cigarette smoke than from alco- 
hol, car accidents, AIDS, sui- 
cide, homicide, fires, grass, 
heroin - more will die from ciga- 
rette smoking than all of those 
combined. Do yourself a favor 


The questions come, finally. 
The answers, quickly, candidly, 
in detail, about coughing, chok- 
ing, the cost of batteries, follow- 
up medical visits. The session 
ends, to blistering applause 

Which part of the all-day, in- 
school, no smoking program 
was most helpful to you, some 
high school kids were asked 
later. 

“The guy with the hole in his 
throat and cancer of the larynx 
because he scared me into not 
smoking because I’m afraid it 
might happen to me,” they 
answered, again and again and 
again. 

Mehrman, striking out on his 
own, sense of humor intact, 
example extraordinary, has 
translated cancer into courage. 
Thanks to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health 
and local tobacco grants, his 
battery-operated voice box has 
become a heavy-duty boom box
